I N ACTIOS. 

On last Fridav evening the Fire 
Hall in the Sixth Ward was the Mecca 
and center where a vast throng of peo- 
ple assembled to witness the proceed- 
ings et deliberate of the Limestone De- 
bating Club. 

It was the first since its reorganiza- 
tion, and was characterized and sur- 
rounded by those elements which clua- 
ter about and embody a literary meet- 
ing of the usual type. Many of the 
friends and admirers present imparted 
new strength and influence.

side of the affirmative. 

Mr. Pollitt, the champion of Art, took 
the Initiative and moved gently along 
with the rreedom of speech that pleaaed 
at leaat the expectations of hia con- 
temporaries. He aet forth the thlnga 
which Art distinguished from Nature, 
and entered Into detail upon mnatc, 
poetry, painting and sculpture. Mnsie 
la an art without a rival;— It expreaaes 
profoundeat aentlmenta of the aoul. 
Poetry la an art, par excel Is nee, of • 
lasting nature, and Us aentlmenta 
are often retained. Painting reflects all 
the Images of the sensible world, while 
the frescoes of Angel* cauee the mind

"Look at 
great American Kagle as he files from 
the cloud-capped summits of Brooklyn 
Heights to the clammy beds of Coney 
Island! Can the Art of Man take you 
to Heaven? These present a picture no 
artist can paint." He contended that 
U sugar and It* coffee were no more due 
to the progress of Art than the idea 
that money can be plucked from the 
trees of Nature. He continued that 
everybody admires the picture of 
Rumor drawn by Virgil; but let a
